Very few high grade examples 
have surfaced since discovery 40 years ago by W.B. In his 
Encyclopedia he fists an "Unc." as having been sold in Auction 
'82. It realized $1,550. This is very likely the finest known 
example of the variety.

The 
surfaces are mostly a fight gray with an occasional bit of 
golden color around the devices. Well struck.

Satiny, colorfully toned surfaces that are 
about as eye appealing as one could imagine on a Type One 
trime. High grade examples of this date are not overly scarce, 
but this one is extra special.

Much scarcer in mint state than 
the only other P-mint Arrows issue, the 1854. Population: 4 in 
64, 7 higher. 

250 NGC 1856 MS 64. Satiny luster with clear centers and light 
golden-brown toning around the margins. Softly struck on the 
reverse. 

251 NGC 1857 MS 65. Untoned except for a hint of golden color 
about the edges. The surfaces are exceedingly lustrous, 
displaying some light die striations in the obverse field.

Satiny and sharp, with a crescent of sea- 
green and russet toning about much of the obverse. Low- 
mintage date, like all issues from this decade.

257 NGC 1858 PR 64. A near gem of this early proof, well toned 
over both sides in steel-violet and iridescent blue shades.

Good remaining 
luster, steel-gray color. 

308 PCGS 1832 MS 63. 0-118, R.l. Lustrous with original gray- 
blue toning. 

309 PCGS 1834 MS 62. Small Date, Small Letters. 0-112, R.3. The 
gray-golden toning shows good underlying luster. 

310 NGC 1834 MS 64. 0-104, R.2. This is very possibly the finest 
known example of the variety with the condition census listed 
in the latest edition of Overton as (63, 63, 63, 63, 62). The 
gray-lilac color overall is accented by a golden-rose at the 
margins and around the devices. A bit flatly struck on the 
stars and other highpoints of the design as usual. 

311 NGC 1835 AU 50. 0-105, R.l. Rich gray and antique-gold 
toning.

331 PCGS 1878 MS 63. Frosty untoned surfaces, just a few light 
obverse field marks from the choice level. Unappreciated as a 
date, with fewer pieces saved in mint state than the low 
mintage issues from 1879-1890. Population: 8 in 63, 10 higher. 

332 PCGS 1891 MS 63. Strong underlying luster with an overlay 
of deep rose and blue patina.

Bust to the left of 
center. Light to medium gray with no serious adjustment 
marks or scratches. First year of this popular early type. 

418 PCGS 1803 XF 45. B-5, R.5. A very pleasing early dollar that 
has light steel-gray surfaces accented by a golden patina on 
the highpoints. The obverse is exceptionally nice, and the 
reverse is only marred by a few shallow horizontal adjustment 
marks. Trends $1,375 in XF 40, $4,250 in AU 50. 


SEATED DOLLARS 

419 NGC 1846 VF 20. Original medium gray surfaces. 

420 PCGS 1871 MS 63. Golden-lilac toning and reasonably well 
struck for this date (many proof 1871s are not fully struck), 
with only minor contact marks. 


PROOF SEATED DOLLARS 

421 PCGS 1863 PR 63. A deeply toned example of this important 
Civil War issue that is so diffi cult to locate as a business 
strike. There are numerous looping curlicue lint marks and 
thread remnants that adhered to the planchet prior to striking 
and left their impression on the fini shed coin afterward.

This piece is 
extensively abraded and the striking details are not 
completely brought up, but the fields are definitely mirrored. 
Mostly brilliant with just the slightest bit of streaky color on 
each side. 

544 ANACS 1897-0 MS 60. Scarce in mint condition, this untoned 
coin is better struck than most but shows the usual dull gray 
luster common to this issue. 

545 NGC 1897-S MS 65. Fully struck with just the slightest color 
on each side. 


546 PCGS 1897-S MS 65. Brilliant, satiny, and sharply struck. 

547 NGC 1897-S MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike. A very flashy, 
deeply mirrored coin that has thick frost on the devices and 
shows evidence of die striations in the fields. Mostly brilliant 
with a light bit of peripheral color. 

548 PCGS 1898 MS 66. Brilliant and fully struck. Scarcer date in 
this grade. 

549 PCGS 1898 MS 65 Prooflike. A high-end coin that is just on 
the cusp of being both MS 66 and DMPL. Light accents of 
golden color can be seen on the highpoints of each side. Scarce. 
Population: 38 in 65, none finer. 

550 PCGS 1898-0 MS 66. Thick satiny luster and untoned. 

551 NGC 1898-0 MS 64 Prooflike, toned on the obverse; PCGS 
1903 MS 64, untoned; and an NGC 1926-S MS 64, fully struck 
and br illian t. (Total: 3 coins) 

552 NGC 1898-S MS 63. 

553 PCGS 1898-S MS 65. Sharply struck with light peripheral 
color. 

554 ANACS 1899 MS 63, baggy on the obverse; PCGS 1900-0 MS 
64, pale color; and a PCGS 1936 Robinson MS 63, toned. 

(Total: 3 coins) 

555 NGC 1899 MS 65. A pleasing example of this low-mintage 


556 PCGS 1899 MS 67. A truly remarkable example of this 
scarcer date. The surfaces are pristine with only microscopic 
marks seen in out of the way places. Fully struck and brilliant. 
Easily one of the finest examples known of this popular date. 
Population: 5 in 67, none Me finer. 

557 NGC 1899-0 MS 66. Another pleasing example in a very lofty 
grade. 

558 NGC 1899-0 MS 66. A vibrant example. 

559 PCGS 1899-S MS 65. Remarkably clean surfaces and well 
struck, but not quite enough "pop" to grade any higher. Pale 
color, almost untoned. A scarce dollar in gem condition. 

560 ANACS 1900 MS 66. Clean and satiny with some peripheral 
color. , 

561 NGC 1900 MS 66. A touch of golden color. 

562 NGC 1900-0 MS 65, satiny; NGC 1921 Peace MS 63, 
attractively toned and fully struck; NGC 1925 MS 65, brilliant 
and fully struck; PCGS 1926-S MS 64, well struck and 
untoned; and an NGC 1935 MS 64, fully struck and brilliant. 
(Total: 5 coins) 

563 PCGS 1900-0 MS 65. Semi-prooflike with only the slightest bit 
of color on each side. 

564 NGC 1900-0 MS 66. Shimmering semi-prooflike fields. 

565 NGC 1900-0 MS 65 Prooflike. Toned a mottled golden over 
both sides with an underlying steely-gray, the fields show 
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excellent depth of reflectivity. The color may not please 
everyone, nevertheless, an original coin and a high grade 
example of this date that is quite scarce in gem prooflike 
condition. Population: 27 in 65, 1 finer. 

566 PCGS 1901-0 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Pale golden 
peripheral color and quite scarce with only 12 coins having 
been so graded and 6 finer. 

567 NGC 1902-0 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike. A very rare 
prooflike dollar, a rather surprising fact when one considers 
how common uncirculated '02-0 dollars are with no 
reflectivity in the fields. This piece is deeply reflective, with no 
contrast of course, and thoroughly brilliant. There are a few 
light die striations in the fields which were responsible for the 
mirrored finish seen on each side. Population: 12 in 65, 1 finer. 

568 PCGS 1902-0 MS 66 Prooflike. Both a prooflike rarity as 
well as a condition rarity in this lofty grade. This is a nicely 
toned coin that has bright, reflective fields on each side and 
only the slightest marks. Population: 3 in 66, none finer. 

569 NGC 1902-S MS 66. Exceptionally clean and pleasing for the 
date. This example displays nearly flawless surfaces. A touch 
of light color adds to the appeal. 

570 PCGS 1903 MS 65. Fully struck and almost completely 
untoned. 

571 PCGS 1903-0 MS 65. Lustrous and untoned. 

572 PCGS 1904 MS 64. Well struck with very pronounced jade- 
green and deep golden toning, but still displaying a bright 
underlying mint luster.

Attractively toned with bright lustrous 
surfaces.

575 NGC 1904-S MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Brilliant with a 
few light scuffs on each side, the central details are a bit soft, 
but the fields are deeply reflective and as such this is a very 
rare coin and of the utmost importance to the specialist. It is 
the only Deep Mirror Prooflike 1904-S to have been graded by 
either of the major certification services. 

576 ANACS 1921 MS 66. An exceptionally fine example of this 
common date Morgan that is anything but common in MS 66 
condition. The surfaces are very clean and 90% or more 
brilliant. 

577 NGC 1921-D MS 66. With the huge mintage associated with 
this date one might expect the number of gem examples to be 
quite high. NOT! The scarcity of the date must not be 
overlooked in this state of preservation. Light golden color 
adds to the desirability. 

578 NGC 1921-D MS 66. Another opportunity to put this tough 
date aside. This example displays deeper coloration than the 
last. A great coin. 

579 NGC 1921-D MS 65 Prooflike. A very difficult date to obtain in 
prooflike condition. 


PROOF MORGAN DOLLARS 

580 PCGS 1880 PR 66. An outstanding example of this beautiful 
issue. Proof Morgan dollars have always tickled the fancy of 
collectors. This example is especially clean and problem-free. 
The light golden color adds a great deal of character. 

581 PCGS 1896 PR 62. Even, hazy toning covers both sides and 
tends to subdue the vertical grease stain (as struck) that runs 
through the breast feathers and wing of the eagle and into the 
upper field. 

582 NGC 1900 PR 65. Light golden color adorns the surfaces of 
this gem example. A lot for the collector/investor seeking good 
eye appeal. 

PEACE DOLLARS 

583 PCI 1921 Satin Finish PR 63. 75% Toned. The Satin Finish 
proofs of 1921 are not widely known or understood, in part 
because they were not discovered until 1975. This coin is 
diagnostically correct according to the characteristics set forth 
in Breen's Encyclopedia (page 460). Business strikes are also 
known to have been produced from these dies, but they have 
ordinary striking quality. This coin certainly does not have 
ordinary striking quality, being fully brought up in the centers 
on each side. In fact, the only other 1921 Peace dollars we 
have seen that show this clarity of strike are the well known 
matte proofs. The surfaces are bright and obviously satiny. 

The obverse is mostly brilliant while the reverse shows 
speckled russet and peripheral blue toning over most of that 
side. Of the greatest rarity and importance to the advanced 
collector of Peace dollars. 

584 PCGS 1921 MS 64. Lustrous with pleasing light toning but 
showing the usual softness of strike in the centers. 

585 NGC 1921 MS 64. Untoned with superb luster characteristics 
and showing the usual softness of strike in the centers. 

586 PCGS 1921 MS 65. A lovely gem example of this important 
one-year type in the Peace dollar series. The centers show 
slightly above average striking details, but are not full. 
Excellent luster and covered with rich multicolored toning 
over both sides. 

587 PCGS 1922-D MS 65. Fully brought up in the centers with 
light golden-russet peripheral color. 

588 PCGS 1922-D MS 65. Brilliant and fully struck. 

589 NGC 1922-S MS 64 

590 NGC 1922-S MS 65. A well-struck and vibrant example of this 
tough San Francisco issue. 

591 NGC 1923 MS 65, light golden-rose color; PCGS 1892 
Columbian MS 63, toned; PCGS 1893 Columbian MS 63, light 
color; and an NGC 1926-S Oregon MS 64, peripheral toning. 
(Total: 4 coins) 

592 PCGS 1923-S MS 64. Well struck for the issue with just a hint 
of light golden color on each side. 
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593 NGC 1923-S MS 64. A very pleasing example for the price. 

594 PCGS 1926 MS 65. Untoned and fully struck. 

595 NGC 1926-S MS 64. 

596 NGC 1926-S MS 65. Bright, coruscating luster. A fully struck 
coin with only a few small abrasions. 

597 NGC 1926-S MS 65. Especially clean and vibrant. 

598 NGC 1926-S MS 65. Another very clean example. 

599 PCGS 1927 MS 65. Even golden-olive toning on the obverse 
with a brilliant reverse. Popular, low mintage issue.

602 NGC 1927-S MS 65. On everybody's top five list of most 
difficult Peace dollars to obtain in MS 65 or better condition. A 
most pleasing example.

604 NGC 1928-S MS 64. Brilliant with dazzling mint luster, the 
only fault we can find is a slight softness of strike on the 
reverse. 

605 NGC 1934-D MS 64. Vibrant. 

606 NGC 1934-S MS 62. The key to the set in any condition 
approaching mint state. Sure to be sought by the budget 
conscious collector. 

607 NGC 1935 MS 65. Vibrant surfaces which seem to take on 
their own life. 

608 NGC 1935 MS 65. Another example, this displaying light 
golden color.

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NGC 1922 Grant MS 65. An outstanding coin in every 
respect with great luster and color. 

PCGS 1922 Grant with Star MS 64. Bright surfaces with 
attractive rose and olive patina. 

PCGS 1922 Grant with Star MS 66. A top rate example that 
is virtually flawless and shows a lovely mixture of deep 
golden-rose and olive-green color. 

PCGS 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 62. Deep reddish-orange 
color. 

PCGS 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 63. Lightly abraded. 

PCGS 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 63. Bright and lustrous with 
a few widely scattered marks.

GOLD DOLLARS 

NGC 1849 MS 63. Sharply struck with decent luster and 
relatively clean surfaces. 

PCGS 1849 MS 63. L on Neck. Fully struck with excellent 
luster and much reddish color. 

NGC 1850 MS 64. Scarcer than its mintage of almost a half 
million would indicate, the 1850 is quite difficult to locate in 
high grades, much more so than the 1849. This piece is fully 
struck, shows terrific luster, and has just a hint of fight 
reddish color around the peripheries. Population: 3 in 64, 6 
finer. 

PCGS 1850-C AU 50. The rarest collectible C-mint gold dollar 
whose mintage was a mere 6,966 pieces. A solid mid R.7 coin 
in AU condition, probably no more than 7-9 pieces exist in this 
grade range. This piece has the usual rough planchet this 
issue is known for, but there are few out-of-the-mint problems, 
and the fields are bright and retain a fair amount of luster. 
Nice reddish color also. Trends $2,150. 


646 ANACS 1850-0 Ungraded, Damaged. Our in-house grading 
gives the coin a VF 20 rating. There are several planchet 
flakes on each side and it appears someone tried to smooth one 
of them at the top of the reverse, which is the cause of the 
aforementioned damage. There is a V-shaped mark that covers 
the right side of the mintmark. Despite the surface problems, 
still a rare Type One gold dollar. 

647 NGC 1851-0 MS 65. An important gold dollar both because of 
it being a Type One in this grade and because of the absolute 
rarity of New Orleans gold in gem condition. Only 2 other 
1851-0 gold dollars have been so graded, and they are also by 
NGC. This piece has lovely frosted mint luster and is fully 
struck in all areas. Trends $18,500. 

648 NGC 1852 MS 62. Well struck with surfaces that are clean but 
a bit too dull to grade any higher. 

649 PCGS 1852-D AU 55. A rare, low mintage issue that is 
seldom seen in AU condition. Bright yellow-gold color, there is 
none of the often seen central striking weakness, but the 
surfaces do show some roughness from brief handling in 
circulation. Trends $1,950 in AU 50, $6,750 in MS 60. 

650 PCGS 1853 MS 64. Thick mint luster and only modestly 
abraded with a few luster breaks in the reverse fields. 

651 NGC 1853-0 MS 63. The most available Type One O-mint 
gold dollar and moderately available in mint condition. This is 
a well struck piece with an outline of reddish color 
surrounding the devices. Population: 4 in 63, 8 finer. 

652 ANACS 1854 Type Two Ungraded, Planchet Defect. 
Ungraded by ANACS, our in-house grading gives the coin an 
MS 60 rating. The reason for their unwillingness to grade the 
coin is a large planchet defect out of the right obverse field 
that extends from the lower back of the headdress through the 
right field and ending over the AME of AMERICA. This affects 
the value of the coin, but it is a fully lustrous piece that shows 
a few small abrasions as well as the usual die clash marks, but 
the strike is strongly defined in the center of the reverse. 

653 NGC 1854 Type Two MS 62. One of the finer mint state 
Type Twos we have seen recently, the striking quality is 
exceptionally bold and there is only the slightest trace of die 
clashing in the reverse fields. Lustrous with a bit of reddish 
color and minim al abrasions on each side. 

654 NGC 1855 Type Two AU 55. Light in color and showing no 
mentionable post-striking defects. The only detracting 
features on the coin are limited to the reverse where there is 
some central striking weakness and die clashing is apparent in 
the fields. Trends $685 in AU 50, $3,250 in MS 60. 

655 NGC 1855 Type Two MS 60. Semi-prooflike fields and well 
struck in most areas except in the center of the reverse, as 
usual. Nice reddish color. 

656 NGC 1855 Type Two MS 61. Sharply struck and showing no 
obvious die clash marks (quite unusual for a Type Two). Looks 
finer than the stated grade, but not quite enough zip in the 
luster to actually grade higher. 

657 NGC 1855 Type Two MS 62. A very attractive and original 
Type Two that has excellent luster. The color is a warm, 
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variegated reddish-gold with steel-blue accents in the fields. 
Die clashed as usual. 

658 NGC 1855 Type Two MS 64. Simply outstanding quality in a 
Type Two gold dollar. This is one of the finest examples we 
have ever seen. The feature that makes this coin so distinctive 
are the bright, semi-prooflike fields on each side. This was 
created by heavily po lishin g the dies, and interestingly some of 
the devices were polished also. In the upper portion of the 
wreath on each side there is a small area that has been 
completely polished away. Lively orange-gold color is seen 
over both sides and there is a bit of steely-blue present here 
and there as well. Population: 14 in 64, 8 finer. 

659 NGC 1857 MS 63. A bright, flashy mint state coin that shows 
only slight softness of strike on the obverse. Problem-free for 
the grade and an impressive example of an early Type Three 
gold dollar. 

660 NGC 1860-D AU 50. Universally recognized as one of the 
great rarities of the series, the mintage of the '60-D was a 
paltry 1,566 pieces. Probably no more than 40-45 pieces exist 
in all grades with AU coins being of the greatest rarity. As 
always, the borders are weak and the U in UNITED is 
unrecognizable, these being diagnostic for the issue. Clean 
surfaces overall with light reddish color surrounding the 
devices. Trends $10,750. 

661 ANACS 1862 MS 60. Fully lustrous with a few noticeable 

662 PCGS 1870-S MS 62. A popular mintmarked gold dollar, and 
the final year for a mintmark in this series. This is a sharply 
struck piece with complete knot detail at the bottom of the 
wreath. The fields have a faint shimmer of reflectivity and 
there are no obvious or distracting blemishes. Trends $2,350 in 
MS 60, $5,500 in MS 63. 

663 PCGS 1874 MS 64. The thick lustrous surfaces are fight in 
color and show only the smallest of abrasions. 

664 PCGS 1874 MS 64. Bright, shimmering lustrous surfaces and 
sharply struck in most areas. 

665 NGC 1879 MS 63. Strong semi-prooflike fields with a sharp 
strike and bright color. A popular low mintage issue. 

666 PCGS 1879 MS 65. A moderately scarce issue with an 
impressively low mintage of only 3,000 pieces. The obverse has 
semi-prooflike fields and both sides show deep, variegated 
reddish-orange and steel-blue patina. 

667 PCGS 1886 MS 63. Sharply struck with mottled orange-gold 
and steely-blue patina. 

668 PCGS 1889 MS 64. Strongly struck and showing distinctive 
reddish-orange color. Only a planchet flake out of the lower 
right obverse field prevents a higher grade. 


PROOF GOLD DOLLAR 

669 PCGS 1889 PR 64. Even though the mintage of proofs was 
greater in this year than any other in the series, quite a few 
were melted at year's end as unsold, also a number were 
mishandled and high grade examples are nowhere near as 
available as one might imagine. This is a lovely, high-end proof 


with glittering surfaces and much deep reddish color that is 
interspersed with steely-blue. Population: 11 in 64, 16 finer. 


CLASSIC QUARTER EAGLE 

670 PCGS 1834 Classic AU 53. Sharply struck with good detailing 
even on the hair curls over the ear, and showing no 
mentionable abrasions on either side. A terrific looking AU 
type coin. 


LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

671 NGC 1840-C AU 50. A popular issue because of its status as 
the first year of issue for C-mint Coronet quarter eagles. This 
is a well struck coin with an unusually problem-free planchet. 
Original greenish-gold color with some darker color 
surrounding the devices. Scarce in all grades. Trends $3,750. 

672 PCGS 1843-0 XF 40. Small Date. Not an especially diffi cult 
early Coronet quarter eagle, this '43-0 is well struck on the 
obverse but somewhat soft on the reverse. An original coin 
with a few scattered, small abrasions. Trends $325. 

673 PCGS 1844 VF 30. A very scarce P-mint quarter eagle with a 
mintage of only 6,784 pieces. It is scarce in all grades and 
seldom seen above the VF level. Lightly but extensively 
abraded on the obverse. Trends $465 in VF 20, $1,300 in XF 
40. 

674 NGC 1846-D AU 50. One of the easier Dahlonega quarter 
eagles, AU pieces are, nevertheless, still a scarce item. This 
piece is sharply defined, as usual, and there is significant 
luster still remaining around the outer devices. Trends $3,000. 

675 NGC 1846-D AU 55. A well manufactured piece that was 
struck on a clean planchet, shows good striking details, and 
exceptionally clean surfaces. A perfect Dahlonega type piece. 
Trends $3,000 in AU 50, $7,250 in MS 60. 


676 NGC 1851 MS 62. Lustrous with a few scattered marks on 
each side. Scarce and underrated when compared to the later, 
post-1900 dates that are usually used for type purposes. 
Population: 11 in 62, 7 finer. 

677 PCGS 1851-C XF 40. Rare in all grades and especially so in 
XF or better, the 1851-C is normally weakly struck on the 
obverse, but better defined on the reverse. This piece is 
slightly soft on both sides and shows bright surfaces with 
minimal abrasions. Trends $1,700. 

678 PCGS 1854 MS 64. This is of importance to gold collectors as 
early dates from the 1840s and 1850s are so scarce in strict 
mint condition, and a coin such as this is also very scarce in 
such a high grade. Sharply defined on the obverse with the 
usual weakness on the leg of the eagle on the reverse. There 
are just a few small, scattered field marks and overall the 
piece has deep reddish-coppery color. Population: 7 in 64, none 

679 PCGS 1856-0 VF 25. Original surfaces with the usual softness 
of strike. Scarcer issue. Trends $1,150 in VF 20. 

680 NGC 1869 MS 61. A very scarce coin in all grades, this is one 
of the finest 1869 quarter eagles known, being tied with one 
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other piece at the MS 61 level (or is it a duplicate listing of this 
coin?). The mintage was a low 4,320 pieces. This coin has 
bright prooflike fields, is sharply struck in all areas, and shows 
a few small, scattered abrasions on each side. Trends $4,500 in 
MS 60. 

681 NGC 1873 Closed 3 AU 55. A clean, reasonably well struck 
example of this moderately scarce issue. Trends $325 in AU

In spite of having a "large" mintage 
of 112 pieces, the 1860 proof quarter eagle is no more available 
than issues with much lower mintages. Apparently most 
proofs were melted and estimates of survivors range from a 
low of 18-19 pieces to as many as 30. This is one of only 2 
pieces to have been so graded by NGC with another 2 in PR 
65. There are a few tiny planchet flakes out of the fields and at 
the bottom of the reverse it appears that the coin was struck 
through a piece of curled up thread, but there is little to 
indicate out-of-the-mint defects that would cause the coin to 
grade PR 64. As stated, the devices are cameoed and overall 
the coin has outstanding eye appeal. 

714 PCGS 1897 PR 64. Of the 136 proofs minted it has been 
estimated that perhaps as many as 45-50 still exist today. This 
is surely one of the finest ones known, and it is a coin with 
strong eye appeal, much of which is based upon the sharp 
cameo contrast seen on both sides. The fields are 
unfathomably deep in their mirrored reflectivity and there is 
considerable frost seen on the devices. The fields have a slight 
haze to them and the only noticeable surface flaw is a thin 
scratch in the field between stars 4 and 5. Population: 7 in 64, 
12 finer. 

715 PCGS 1901 PR 66. An outstanding proof quarter eagle and 
easily the finest 1901 we can remember having seen. Both 
sides have a strong cameo contrast and the fields go black with 
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unfathomable depth of mirrored reflectivity. A must-see coin 
for anyone interested in proof gold. Population: 8 in 66, 3 finer. 

716 PCGS 1903 PR 61. A deeply reflective proof that shows 

virtually no contrast and whose fields reveal a number of fine 
hairlines on close inspection. Still, this is an affordable proof 
striking at this grade level. 


INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

717 PCGS 1908 MS 64. An attractive, upper-end coin with only a 
few small reverse field marks. 

718 PCGS 1909 MS 64. Fully struck and an outstanding example 
of this scarce gold type coin.

Fully struck with splendid luster and 
attractive, light color. 

A well struck example of this key date 
issue. A couple of marks are noted on the obverse. Trends

surfaces, just not quite lustrous enough to grade any higher.

Even though one of the more commonly 
encountered dates in the series, the 1854 remains a popular 
issue with collectors because of its status as the first year of 
issue as well as the only year for the Small Letters reverse. 
This piece is generally well struck and shows silky, lustrous 
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surfaces that are essentially free from any noticeable or 
distracting blemishes. Rich orange-gold color. 

758 PCGS 1854 MS 63. While it is a commonplace to lump the 
1854 in the same category as the 1878 and 1874, it is in 
circulated grades and the lower grades of mint state that this 
applies. In MS 63, this is an uncommon item. This coin 
exhibits rich mint luster, a sharp strike, and is just a few 
inconsequential marks away from an even higher grade. 
Population: 39 in 63, 8 finer. 

759 PCGS 1862 XF 45. Slight rubbing on the highpoints with a 
number of small abrasions on each side, none of which are of 
individual significance. Trends $860 in XF 40, $1,650 in AU 50. 

760 PCGS 1878 MS 62. Deep orange-gold color and minimally 
abraded for the grade. 


EARLY HALF EAGLE 

761 PCGS 1806 MS 61. Round Top 6. As rare as early gold is in 
the absolute sense in all grades, mint state early gold is many 
times rarer as there was so little incentive to preserve these 
high denomination coins in pristine condition 200 years ago. 
This is an enchanting piece that shows full luster throughout. 
The yellowish-olive caste of the coin has taken on a rich 
reddish hue in the fields that, on the obverse, gives the coin a 
halo effect, and on the reverse is mostly concentrated around 
the perimeter. Trends $5,950. 


CLASSIC HALF EAGLES 

762 PCGS 1834 Plain 4 XF 45. 

763 AN ACS 1835 VF 30. Some scattered reddish-orange color. 

764 PCGS 1838 AU 55. A scarcer issue in the Classic series and a 
coin that has remarkable definition and a fair amount of 
original luster still remaining. Reddish-gold color. 


LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

765 PCGS 1842 AU 55. Small Letters. While not as scarce as the 
Large Letters variety, the Small Letters 1842 is rare and 
valuable in its own right with very few examples known above 
the XF level. This is a solid AU that is firmly struck in all 
areas and is refreshingly free from abrasions, this being 
noteworthy as most survivors are heavily marked. Trends 
$4,750. 

766 PCGS 1843-D XF 40. One of the more commonly available D- 
mint fives, this is an especially well struck example with light 
color and some reflectiveness still remaining in the fields. Very 
nice for the grade. Trends $1,225. 

767 PCGS 1844-D VF 35. Very well struck and showing only a few 
minor surface blemishes. One of the more common date 
Dahlonega fives. Trends $605 in VF 20, $1,150 in XF 40. 

768 PCGS 1848 XF 45. Well struck and marred only by a diagonal 
mark across the cheek of Liberty. Scarcer than the mintage 
suggests. Trends $250 in XF 40, $515 in AU 50. 


769 NGC 1850 AU 50. A deceptively difficult issue whose high 
mintage of 64,491 makes the 1850 appear easier than it is. 

Very difficult above XF, this is a brightly lustrous coin that is 
well struck, and shows only minimal abrasions. Trends $2,650. 

770 PCGS 1853-D AU 50. An attractive example of this relatively 
"common" Dahlonega half eagle. Sharply struck in all areas 
except the arrow feathers, even the leg of the eagle is sharply 
defined. Bright orange-gold color with no mentionable 
abrasions. Trends $2,150. 

771 NGC 1855-C AU 50. A very scarce issue that is extremely 
rare above XF. At the AU level this piece is one of the finest 
examples known, rating a low to mid R.7 with an estimated 9- 
10 coins believed extant. The obverse has unusually bold 
definition on the hair curls, but the reverse does show some 
softness on the neck and leg of the eagle. The fields are clean 
and overall the coin has a pleasing orange-gold color. Trends 
$3,650. 

772 PCGS 1855-D XF 45. The bright surfaces retain a fair amount 
of luster still and there are very few contact marks on either 
side. A lovely coin for the grade and a scarcer D-mint five. 
Trends $1,475 in XF 40, $3,350 in AU 50. 

773 PCGS 1855-S AU 53. A very elusive No Motto half eagle that 
is not only an absolute rarity but is a major condition rarity as 
well. Only a couple of coins are known in AU or better 
condition. The details are fully struck and there are no obvious 
or distracting marks on either side. Good remaining luster as 
well. Trends $4,900 in AU 50, none are finer. 

774 NGC 1856-0 AU 58. Not only a rare date, this coin is also a 
condition rarity as well with this being one of the finest pieces 
known. Prooflike coins such as this are rarely encountered. 
This coin has brightly reflective fields and pinpoint striking 
details. The identifying feature that would help to trace the 
pedigree of this important coin is a thin scratch that runs 
parallel to the brow of Liberty. Trends $8,250 in AU 50, 
unlisted any finer. 

775 NGC 1859-C AU 50. A scarce, late date Charlotte half eagle 
that is very diffi cult to locate in AU condition. Diagnostic of all 
'59-C half eagles is the softness of detail on the eagle. 

However, the obverse is sharply defined and overall there are 
few abrasions one might consider objectionable, only a shallow 
planchet depression in the upper reverse field. Trends $4,000. 

776 PCGS 1860-D AU 50. A very scarce pre-Civil War half eagle 
that is seldom seen in any grade and is very elusive in AU 
condition. Usually seen flatly struck, this piece does has soft 
de fini tion on the hair curls and the central portions of the 
eagle. Otherwise, a clean, problem-free coin with even, light 
reddish color. Trends $4,500. 

777 NGC 1861-S AU 50. Formerly the finest known of this rare 
and valuable date, this coin is now exceeded by a single AU 53. 
The '61-S is an exceedingly rare issue in all grades and one 
that was formerly thought to be unknown in AU. This is a 
pleasing, well struck piece that displays even reddish-gold 
color and no mentionable abrasions. Trends $15,000. 

778 NGC 1862-S XF 40. This is one of the premier rarities in the 
half eagle series. Its mintage of 9,500 pieces does not begin to 
tell the tale of this date's rarity. Apparently what wasn't 
melted was heavily circulated, as XF coins are about as fine as 
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one is ever likely to encounter. Only 2 AUs have been certified 
by the major services. This piece is certainly a pleasing 
specimen. The central striking details are just a bit soft on the 
reverse, elsewhere quite firmly brought up. Pleasing orange- 
gold color and showing only one mentionable abrasion: a thin, 
angling scratch on the cheek of Liberty (not nearly as obvious 
as it might sound, and only mentioned for .the sake of those 
who trace pedigrees). Trends $12,000. 

779 NGC 1866 AU 55. This date is even rarer than its mintage of 
6,700 pieces would suggest and it is seldom seen above the XF 
level. The coin is tied with at least one other AU 55 as the 
finest known example of this important first year of type, and 
there are no mint state examples known. This is a sharply 
defined example with a few scattered abrasions and even 
reddish-gold color. Trends $4,400 in AU 50, unli sted any finer. 

780 PCGS 1866-S Motto VF 20. A rare and highly desirable S- 
mint five. Much deep reddish-orange color is seen within and 
around the devices. Lightly marked and, as always, lightly 
impressed on the mintmark. Trends $1,550. 

781 ANACS 1867-S Fine 15. A very rare With Motto five that is 
seldom seen above the Fine-VF level. Well worn with a couple 
of shallow planchet depressions on the obverse. Trends $475 in 
Fine 12. 

782 NGC 1868-S AU 55. Very rare in XF or better condition with 
only 3 other pieces certified in AU by the major certification 
services. The 1868-S is unknown in strict mint condition, 
making this one of the finest, if not THE finest, known 
example This piece is missing a bit of luster in the fields and 
on the highpoints and there are a couple of light coppery 
stains scattered here and there. Well struck, except on the 
eagle's neck, as usual, with only minor abrasions. Trends 
$7,500 in AU 50, unli sted any finer. 

783 NGC 1869 AU 58. An extremely rare With Motto five with an 
impressively low mintage of only 1,760 pieces. Typical for the 
issue, this piece is prooflike in the fields and sharply struck. 
Light reddish color is seen over both sides with a single 
identifying copper stain on the obverse rim at 3 o'clock. This is 
one of the finest, if not the finest, example of this rare date 
known. No mint state pieces are believed to exist today. 

Trends $4,800 in AU 50. 

784 NGC 1871 AU 68. A very rare Coronet five with a mintage of 
only 3,230 business strikes, most of which grade only VF or 
XF. Mint state pieces are unknown and this is the finest 
example certified by either of the major services. Well struck 
with bright prooflike fields and showing no obvious or 
distracting marks on either side. Trends $6,750 in AU 50, 
unlisted any finer. 

785 PCGS 1873-S XF 40. A very rare issue with most surviving 
specimens only grading VF, and XF coins being quite scarce. 
Well struck on the obverse with deep reddish color, bright 
surfaces overall, and a couple of small marks on the neck of 
the eagle that serve as identifying marks. Trends $2,200. 

786 NGC 1873-S AU 60. The 1873-S is very rare with most 
surviving specimens only grading VF; XF coins are quite 
scarce.

An extraordinary piece of early gold, this 
coin has fully lustrous surfaces. The frost rolls in a unbroken 
sheet through the fields and over the highpoints of the coin 
presenting the appearance of unquestioned originality and 
impeccable preservation over the past almost two centuries. 
There is a delicate interplay of fight red and steel-blue colors 
across both sides, and there are only a few inconsequential 
marks. Population: 7 in 63, 3 finer. 

844 NGC 1801 MS 64. It has been many moons since we last saw 
an early ten in such a superior state of preservation. The 
strike is generally strong and there are no mentionable 
abrasions, just a few hairline-thin field marks. Bright and 
lustrous throughout, this is an impressive piece of early gold 
that we could write volumes about, but if one is really 
interested in this area of U.S. numismatics, the coin must be 
seen. Trends $44,500. 


LIBERTY EAGLES 

845 PCGS 1842 AU 55. Large Date. In better grades the Large 
Date is more diffi cult and costly than than its Small Date 
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counterpart. This is a pleasing coin whose surfaces are a 
bright yellow-gold. The strike is sharp in all areas and the only 
mentionable superficial flaw on the coin is an area of 
horizontal hairlining on the lower reverse where the coin was 
apparently wiped with a cloth at one time. Trends $3,750 in 
AU 50, $16,000 in MS 60. 

846 NGC 1842 AU 58. Small Date. A scarce issue, but not quite as 
difficult as its Large Date counterpart, this piece is very close 
to full mint state just missing a bit of luster in the fields and 
on the highpoints. Very sharply struck with no obvious 
impairments. Trends $2,800. 

847 NGC 1842 MS 60. Small Date. A rare coin in any grade, the 
1842 is very elusive in mint state. Akers stated that he had 
never seen a Small Date in strictly uncirculated condition. The 
population data from PCGS and NGC does not distinguish 
between the two date varieties, but there is a combined total 
of 5 coins in MS 60-63 condition between the two services. This 
is a bright, fully lustrous coin that does not show any of the 
usual prooflikeness in the fields. Well struck throughout 
except on a couple of the obverse stars and showing a few 
small scattered abrasions. Trends $12,500. 

848 PCGS 1842-0 XF 40. Slightly above average strike on this 
better date O-mint ten. The greenish-gold color has taken on a 
slight reddish tinge and there are a couple of medium sized 
marks in the area of the face on Liberty. Trends $925. 

849 NGC 1842-0 AU 53. The 1842-0 is a condition rarity at the 
AU level with only six other pieces certified by the major 
services in the various grades of AU. The greenish-gold color 
of this piece shows a mild overlay of reddish-orange and the 
coin is well struck throughout with numerous small to medium 
sized abrasions on each side. Trends $4,000 in AU 50, $15,000 
in MS 60. 

850 PCGS 1843-0 AU 60. Because of its substantial mintage of 
175,162 pieces, the '43-0 is considered a common date. But in 
high grades (AU and better) it is really quite difficult to locate. 
This piece has the numerous small abrasions often seen on 
other coins of this issue. The surfaces show a rich golden-olive 
color and the piece is sharply struck at the peripheries, but 
weak in the centers. Trends $2,100. 

851 PCGS 1846-0 VF 35. Occasionally found in VF, XF and finer 
pieces are extremely difficult. This piece shows the numerous 
(but small) abrasions that are characteristic of the issue. 
Trends $600 in VF, $1,500 in XF. 

852 PCGS 1848-0 XF 45. A very scarce and largely 
underappreciated issue in the No Motto series. The '48-0 is 
probably the worst struck O-mint ten from the 1840s. This 
piece shows blurry details on each side and the surfaces are 
bright and tinged with a fight reddish patina. There are three 
parallel marks in the upper reverse field that serve as 
identifiers for pedigree purposes. Scarce in this grade and 
close to the lower end of the condition census. Trends $1,550 
in XF 40, $6,000 in AU 50. 

853 PCGS 1850-0 XF 40. A scarcer date ten that is rarely seen any 
finer than VF or XF. The surfaces are lightly but extensively 
abraded as usual and are fight in color overall. Trends $1,175. 

854 NGC 1851 AU 50. A much scarcer ten than the rather 
substantial mintage would indicate, the 1851 is quite scarce in 


AU condition. Well struck in most areas with small abrasions 
scattered over both sides. Trends $1,650. 

855 NGC 1852-0 AU 53. An extremely rare coin in AU, only two 
other pieces have been certified (both by PCGS). This piece is 
fisted as the third finest known on the condition census for the 
issue. It is identifiable by a small toning spot above the R in 
AMERICA. The pedigree is very impressive for this coin, 
reading like a Who's Who of 20th century numismatics: ex: 
Efiasberg, lot 690; ex: John Clapp, 1942; and earlier from the 
James Ten Eyck Collection (B. Max Mehl, May, 1922). Much 
reflectivity remains in the fields and there is a fight reddish 
patina that has accrued to the surfaces that adds even more to 
the attractiveness of the coin. Well struck throughout with 
good definition on the stars. Trends $10,000 in AU 50, unli sted 
any finer. 

856 NGC 1853/2 AU 50. Very rare in any condition, AU is as fine 
an overdate as one will ever find as mint state pieces are 
unknown. Fewer than 20 AU coins have been certified by the 
major services. This is a bright coin with much semi- 
prooflikeness still seen in the fields. Well struck in the centers 
with slight softness on the peripheral stars. Trends $2,750. 

857 PCGS 1854-0 AU 50. Large Date. A scarce issue overall and 
quite diffi cult with the larger date. Very scarce above XF. 
Softly struck as usual on the highpoints and showing some 
reddish peripheral color with a few small marks on the 
obverse and a die crack between stars 10 and 11. Trends 
$8,750. 

858 NGC 1855 MS 60. The 1855 is one of the few No Motto issues 
that can occasionally be found in strict uncirculated condition. 
It is not commonly located in mint state, but the few pieces 
that do exist are very popular with collectors. Well struck with 
bright yellow-gold luster and a few small, scattered marks on 
each side. Trends $7,500. 

859 NGC 1856 AU 55. A very scarce date in AU and mint state in 
spite of its relative availability in lower grades. This piece has 
much bright luster still remaining and there are a number of 
small to medium sized marks on each side. Trends $1,250 in 
AU 50, $7,250 in MS 60. 

860 NGC 1859-S AU 50. A rare and highly sought after No Motto 
ten that Akers compares in rarity to the near-legendary 1858 
and 1859-0. This is the only piece to have been so graded by 
either service, making this the finest known of this rare date. 
Slightly reflective in the fields with strong central details but 
somewhat weak on the stars. Only minor abrasions on either 
side. Trends $21,000. 

861 PCGS 1860-0 XF 45. A scarce issue that is most often found 
in VF or XF condition. This is a choice XF that shows bright 
color with a few small to medium sized abrasions on each side. 
Well struck in the centers with some peripheral weakness as 
is often the case. Trends $2,000 in XF 40, $4,000 in AU 50. 

862 PCGS 1860-0 AU 50. A few nice AU 1860-0 tens have 
surfaced over the past decade, suggesting the existence of a 
possible small hoard of this issue, probably from Jackson, 
Tennessee. Still, an important condition rarity with only 12-13 
pieces believed to exist in AU. Well struck, even on the stars, 
with bright fields that still retain much of their original 
prooffike reflectivity. Lightly but extensively abraded on each 
side. Trends $4,000. 
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863 NGC 1862 AU 63. A very rare date in the No Motto series, 
and one that is prohibitively rare in AU condition. Only seven 
pieces have been certified by both services in the AU grades, 
and this is one of the finest pieces known. Sharply struck with 
bright yellow-gold color, there are only a few scattered 
abrasions on either side. The only two that are distinctive 
enough to be mentioned for pedigree purposes are a milling 
mark between stars 4 and 5, and an angling scratch in the 
field behind the neck of Liberty. Trends $6,100. 

864 NGC 1870-S AU 55. A very rare S-mint ten that is unknown 
in mint state with only a half dozen or so pieces extant in AU 
condition. Lightly, but extensively, abraded on each side with 
bright fields and even reddish-orange color overall. Well 
struck. There is a diagonal grease stain (as struck) across the 
shield on the reverse that identifies this important condition 
rarity. Trends $13,500. 

865 ANACS 1878 AU 58. Well struck and very close to mint state. 
Scarce in AU and very elusive any finer. 

866 PCGS 1880-0 AU 50. Generally well struck with bright 
orange-gold color and a few medium sized marks scattered 
over each side. Trends $3,000. 

867 NGC 1880-S AU 58. Well struck and almost fully lustrous. The 
coin looks mint state. Scarce any finer. 

868 PCGS 1880-S MS 62. This is an important condition rarity in 
this scarcer date ten as no other coins are certified in higher 
grades by either of the major services. This is a sharply 
defined coin with much luster and attractive, slightly 
variegated color. Population: 2 in 62, none finer by PCGS; 4 in 
62, none finer by NGC. 

869 PCGS 1881 MS 63. While a common enough coin in the 
lowest grades of mint state, the availability of this date thins 
out rapidly at the MS 63 level with only 8 pieces so graded and 
1 finer. Well struck and problem-free, the coin shows even 
reddish color across both sides. Trends $3,600. 

870 PCGS 1881 MS 63. A surprising conditionally scarce date 
that is very difficult in MS 63 or better condition. Sharply 
struck with thick mint luster. Population: 8 in 63, only 1 finer.

A couple of obvious obverse scuffs 
prevent a higher grade.

A 
trio of better date S-mints that should be of interest to a 
number of bidders.

883 PCGS 1887 MS 61. Very rare in strict mint condition. This is 
a sharply struck piece with a few horizontal grease stains (as 
struck) on the lower obverse. Population: 2 in 61, 2 finer. 

884 NGC 1888 MS 60. Very scarce in strict mint condition. Softly 
struck in the centers and lightly abraded. Population: 9 in 60, 
only 3 finer, none are graded higher than MS 61 by either 
service.

889 NGC 1891-CC MS 62. The highly lustrous surfaces are 
peppered with small marks but there are none of the often- 
seen copper stains. 

890 PCGS 1892 MS 62. Bagmarked but nice pinkish luster. 

891 PCGS 1892-CC AU 53. Well struck with much reddish color. 

892 PCGS 1892-S MS 61. Well struck with bright lustrous surfaces 
that show a pronounced reddish tinge. 

893 PCGS 1893 MS 62. Bright, variegated yellow and orange-gold 
luster. 

894 PCGS 1893 MS 62. Thick mint luster. 

895 PCGS 1893 MS 63. Sharply struck with lovely mint luster. 

896 PCGS 1893 MS 63. Distinctive coppery color. 

897 PCGS 1893 MS 64. While common enough in lower grades, 
only 13 pieces have been so graded by PCGS with none finer 
Well struck in the centers with a few scattered fight abrasions.

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899 PCGS 1894 MS 62. Lustrous with a vertical grease stain (as 
struck) in the left obverse field. 

900 NGC 1894-0 MS 60. While a common date in circulated 
grades, the '94-0 is very scarce in mint condition. This piece is 
fully prooflike on both sides and shows a number of field 
marks consistent with the grade. Population: 7 in 60, 6 finer. 
Trends $2,300. 

901 NGC 1895-0 AU 55. Prooflike fields and lightly abraded with 
good details in the centers. 

902 PCGS 1899 MS 62. Full strike. 

903 PCGS 1899 MS 63. Nicely struck. 

904 PCGS 1899-S MS 62. A lovely coin for the grade that is 
minimally abraded. 

905 NGC 1900 MS 63. Full strike. 

906 PCGS 1901 MS 62. Lovely pink and orange-gold luster. 

907 PCGS 1901 MS 63. Well struck and relatively problem-free but 
not quite enough "pop" in the luster to grade any higher.

988 NGC 1865-S XF 45. Rather extensively bagmarked but 
retaining good mint luster and lively reddish color. Trends

989 NGC 1865-S AU 55. Clean and problem-free with much luster 
remaining. Trends $1,350 in AU 50, $9,500 in MS 60. 

990 NGC 1866 AU 58. An important first year of issue for the 
With Motto series, and a coin that is just a whisper away from 
full mint state. Hardly any abrasions show on the obverse. 
Trends $1,250 in AU 50, $8,000 in MS 60. 

991 NGC 1866-S Motto AU 50. A rare date in any condition and a 
definite condition rarity in AU with uncirculated pieces being 
virtually unknown. Small abrasions are seen over both sides. 
The surfaces show noticeable portions of luster still 
surrounding the devices and there is also fight reddish color 
on each side. Trends $3,500.
